JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates extend to the 9th April. The outward mail from London 
of Feb. 10 arrived on April 1. 

The following itemsare from the Japan Mail :—Vice Admiral Kel - 
lett has applied to the Admiralty for his squadron to be augmented 
in China and Japan. With the view of complying with his re- 
quest, we understand that it is the intention of the Admiralty 
to commission one, or may be two, vessels for service on this © 
station. This is unquestionably a most satisfactory precaution. 
England has large interests both in China and Japan, and while 
the navies of other Powers are in the main composed of large 
vessels, that of England is composed for the most part of gun- 
boats and surveying vessels. The recent excitement evinced at 
Hong Kong during the Russian difficulty shows how some further 
protection is required in the Far East, and we trust that the 
vessels to be put in commission will be iron-clads of a size and 
construction able to cope with the powerful vessels at the com- 
mand of other Powers. 

It is with great regret we announce the death of Mr. Lemuel 
Lyon, the United States Consul at this port, which took place on 
the 6th April. The cause of death was softening of the brain and 
fever, probably partly induced by the anxieties caused by his 
dismissal from his Consulate in favour of Colonel Shepard. We 
have often been called upon to criticise Mr. Lyon’s actions in an 
unfavourable manner, and although on public reasons the change 
we have alluded to was generally approved, Mr. Lyon was popular 
among the American portion of the community, by whom his 
death will be greatly regretted. 

The new Imperial Mint at Osaka was opened by the Prime 
Minister on April 4 in the presence of a brilliant assemblage of 
ladies, a few high Japanese officials, most of the Foreign Ministers 
and Consuls, a goodly show of naval and military officers, and 
merchants, architects, engineers, journalists, and foreign and 
native Government employés. The first arrival was the Salamis, 
with Admiral Kellett on board, followed by the largest assemblage 
of vessels of war that has met at Kobé for some years. The French 
iron-clad Alma, andthe U.S. corvette Alaska, with their Excel- 
lencies Mr. de Long, Mr. F. P. van der Hoeven, Dutch Minister, 
and Mr. Rodrigues Munoz, Spanish Minister, arrived in Kobé the 
same afternoon. 

FOURTEEN DAYS LATER VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer arrived at San Francisco 
on 13th May, with dates from Yokohama to 22nd April, but the 
items telegraphed to the New York papers are of no interest. 

It is said that Lieutenant Hawes, the Adviser to the Japanese 
Navy, has recommended the despatch of one of their men-of-war 
to England, calling at the intermediate ports. 





NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

I last wrote per mail via San Francisco on the 16th inst. The 
mails of Jan. 20 and 27 reached here by the Pacific mail steamer 
Arie on the 25th inst. 

The meeting of the creditors of the estate of Glover and Co. 
took place as appointed, but had to be adjourned in order to in- 
vestigate the accounts. The American steamer Yangtaze, built at 
Shanghai some two or three years since, which left this port for 
Hiogo and Yokohama on the 20th inst., was wrecked about two 
hours afterwards; cargo is being brought up daily in a very 
damaged condition, consisting of Manchester piece goods, raw 
cotton, and sundries, The cotton is so much d that ic is 
not worth putting under cover. 
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The movements cf the men-of-war have been confined to the 
Ringdove and the Sobol going out}for short cruises. The British 
brig Lunan, from London, with a general cargo, arrived on the 
18th March ; the British barque Lorton, with part of her cargo, 
laden at Hiogo, has also arrived here, and is engaged in shipping 
the remainder; her destination is London, but it is doubtful 
whether she will take any outside cargo. It is said that she will 
carry nearly a full cargo of tobacco; her rate of ae has not 
been made public, but it is understood to be £2 7s. Gd. per ton of 
50 feet. Native coin has declined ; nebukin is quoted 404 to 410 
per $100. Exchange on London is nominally uochanged. 

The North German barque Alida, which has laid so long in port, 
bound for London, while endeavouring to leave this harbour this 
morning, in charge of @ pilot, came into collision with the North 
‘German barque Caden, which sustained damage, by having her 
jibboom, &c., carried away. The Alida anchored again and re- 
mains in port, but will most likely resail again shortly. 


Another correspondent writes :—The Yangtsze, which went out 
about 10 p.m. on April 20, was wrecked the same night. She 
struck on a reef near Iki-Sima, some twenty miles from this, re- 
mained there five hours, was got off, and steered back for Naga- 
saki; but filling rapidly, her fires were nearly extinguished, and 
she was run on shore to save life, about eight miles from Naga- 
faki, at a point on the coast marked on the charts as Oho-Saki. A 
‘fair amount of cargo will be saved; but the steamer is a total 
wreck. It is understood that she was partly insured. 

The Courier gives additional particulars :—It was five hours 
after the steamer struck on the rock before she could be got off. 
She then proceeded under 30 lbs. of steam, endeavouring to return 
to Nagasaki, but when within eight miles of that port she so 
filled with water that her fires were put out, and all that could be 
done was to beach her, so as to save life and as much property as 
possible. Captain Strandberg, with all on board, got safely ashore, 
and proceeded by land to Nagasaki. There the coasting steamer 
Argue was chartered to go down and save as much as possible. 
How far she was successful is not known, but the captain of the 
Oregonian reports, that as he passed the wreck on his way to this 
port, he saw that the ill-fated Ya: had broken in two, so that 
now not all the skill in salvage of her builder and owner, Captain 
Catehelder, can save her.

SHANGHAI, 

Dates extend to April 13th’; London Mail, French, of Feb. 17th 
arrived April 4th, and the English Mail of Feb. 24th arrived April 
11th. 

The following news is from the North China Herald :— 


A short while ago we mentioned that the Chinese had addressed 
to the Foreign Ministers a despatch asking for a revision of the 
missionary question. A correspondent gives us the following 
sketch of its contents, for which we cannot vouch, but which we 
give pending further information. We have insisted for some time 
that the missionary question was one of the most pressing with 
which we should have to deal, and our readers will here see the 
proof. 

“Female teachers, and, consequently, female schools, to be done 
away with, as interfering with the peace and retirement of Chinese 
social life. 

“No Mission to be permitted to have more than forty-five con- 
verta, and these must be reported monthly to an official to be a 
pointed in each locality for the purpose. Boys’ schools are only 
to embrace the children of converts, and then under certain re- 
strictions and limitations ; these also to be reported monthly to a 
registrar. 

“All teaching and preaching against Confucius and the re- 
ceived and cherished Socteines and ideas of the Chinese to be 
ae prohibited. 

“ All missionaries to be treated as Chinese subjects, except at 
the open ports, and to be amenable to Chinese law in every re- 
spect, and to be obliged to conduct themselves towards officials in 

. every way like the natives. 

“ A Christian convert to be nonsuited in a native lawsuit if a 
missionary interfere in his behalf. 

“ Mission establishments to be visited by regular officers, and 
no foundling hospitals or asylums to be permitted. 

“No women to be allowed to attend foreign religious services, 
and female missionaries to go home, or at least desist from work. 

- _ “In the event of another massacre occurring, the actual mur- 
derers orly to be punished; no compensation allowed ; and no 

_ sity or district to be mulcted in consequence ; land once confis- 
cated not to be restored.” 

Many of these terms seem based on the charges alleged against 
missionaries as causes of the Tientsin Massacre ; in fact, judging 
from the information before us, proposals more calculated to ex- 
cite emphatic and angry rejection could hardly have been penned. 
A request that sperm teaching should cease altogether would 
have becn simpler and less objectionable. That the receipt of 
this i ots created some excitement in diplomatic circles we 
can well believe, and our information says that it has called forth 
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more than one strenuous reply. The Chinese Government have 
shown their hand at last, and given usa pretty good lesson in 
play. Hitherto, they have contented themselves with rejecting 
our claims for progress. Now, they turn the tables, and demand 
our retreat! (Quem Deus vult perdere prius dementat. Foreign 
Governments will be obliged to take up the question now, whe- 
ther they will or not. 

Our correspondent also writes that persecution has occurred at 
I-chow, and the converts there, and the owners of the house 
rented by the American Mission, have been beaten,—as was done 
in the case of the Presbyterian Mission in Shanse last autumn— 
and that compensation which was asked for the Chinese who 
suffered in the Mission compound has been refused to the Ame- 
rican Minister. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that no sooner was the Peiho 
frozen than every workman was withdrawn from the Protestant 
chapels which the Chinese had undertaken to rebuild, and de- 
apite all remonstrance nearly two months elapsed before work 
was resumed. At length the buildings have been completed, 
after a fashion, and formally handed over, but in such a condi- 
tion that heavy expenses will be incurred in finishing them. Not 
a cash has yet been paid for furniture, the family of the Chinese 
watchman, who was murdered, or the losses of the ruined con- 
verts. There has been no end of correspondence on the questions 
involved, but very little else. The families of the rioters who 
were executed were compensated liberally at once. The family 
of the keeper of one of the chapels, who was murdered (by mis- 
take, too!) bas not received a cash. 

From Peking I hear of a very uneasy political feeling, and that 
a strong feeling of hostility to foreigners is shown by the people. 
Locally there is nothing particularly deserving of comment ; but 
it is worthy of note that the additions to the Taku forts are being 
actually made. Dr. Macartney, the superintendent of the Nan- 
king Arsenal, has come up, apparently to advise Li upon the pro- 
jected changes: No doubt his peaceably-disposed masters will 
succeed in making the entrance to the Peiho more difficult “than 
it is already, if that were at all necessary; but there are other 
ways a ens to Peking besides passing Taku. The prospect of 
good trade during the forthcoming year, as foreshadowed by the 
present demand, is extremely meagre. The steamers, however, 
seem to be doing a good business in conveying the plague of 
China, the so-called literati, to the North, for their examinations. 

The Taoutai of Shanghai has issued the following proclamation 
forbidding Chinese merchants to send freight to inland cities on 
foreign vessels. The order is, we believe, called forth by an at- 
tempt which has been made to run a foreign lorcha to Soochow. 

T'u, Inspector of Maritime Customs and Military Intendant of 
the Soochow, Sungkiang, and T’ait’sang circuit in the province of 
Kiangnan, raised by brevet ten grades, and honourably recorded 
ten times, issues the following proclamation :— 

“ Although foreign merchant vessels are allowed to trade at the 
several treaty-ports, it is at the same time expressly stated in the 
treaties that in case they go to any other place to carry on 
clandestine traffic both vessels and cargo shall be confiscated. 

“The Taoutai is informed that certain foreign vessels are at- 
Lier pad to take nak and passengers to Soochow and other places 
in the interior, which is a direct violation of treaty stipulations. 
The Taotai is therefore writing to the foreign consuls asking them 
to investigate the matter and to deal severely with the offenders. 
Should any Chinese dare send goods to the interior in foreign 
vessels, thereby avoiding the payment of taxes and customs, such 
goods will be immediately confiscated and the senders prosecuted. 

“This Peostacssion is issued informing merchants and others 
concerned that they must henceforth, as in duty bound, obey the 
law, and warning them that those daring again to secretly ship 
cargo for the interior in foreign vessels will be at once appre- 
hended and severely punished. No clemency will be shown. ° 
Let each obey with trembling and oppose not. Special pro- 
clamation. 

‘‘ungchih, 10th year, 2nd moon, 12th day.” 

The Acting Chief Judge has delivered judgment in re Glover, 
Dow and Oo.’s liquidation, upon a rule applied for by the French 
Municipal Council, to show cause why a decision made by him 
should not be reversed, and the claim of the applicants allowed 
to rank as a preferential one on the estate. The judge ruled that 
payments such as the so-called Droits sur les Wharfs are not in 
any sense local rates, and consequently the claim in respect of 
them is entitled in bankruptcy proceedings to no preference. 
Each party to bear their own costs. 

Mr. Medhurst, H. B. M. Consul at Shanghai, has been invited 
to a farewell dinner at the Club, on the occasion of his departure 
for England. 

The Courier learns that Mr. P. J. Hughes, who has been 
H. B. M. Consul at Kiukiang since the opening of that port in 
1861, has been officicially notified that he is transferred to Canton, 
vice Consul Robertson. Mr. Gregory, H. B. M. Vice-Consul at 
Tamsui, is said to be appointed to AKiukiong: 

A new company has been formed to take over the premises 
known as the Hongkew Wharf—paid-up capital, Tls. 130,000, in 
1,300 shares of Tls. 100 each, with power to increase to Ts. 150,000, 
by the issue of 200 more shares. The shares having been appor- 
tioned, a preliminary meeting was held on the 15th April, when 
Messrs. J. I. Miller, 0. J. King, &. Porter, F. D. Barnes, and B, 
H. Lavers were elected directors. 
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- The steamer Seagull, bound for Shanghai, had been arrosted in 
Tlong Kong at the suit of the owners of the steamer Viger, for a 
claim of £12,000 for services rendered in the Gulf of Suez. The 
Seagull struck a sunken rock, lost her screw, and the Niger towed 
her back 100 miles. 

The Danish steamers Cella and Tordenskjold arrived at Woo- 
sung on the 30th March, having completed the laying of the 
cable hence to Hong Kong, and successfully united the two por- 
tions at a position off the island of Video. Tests applied to the 
cable at the point where it was joined proved it to be in perfect 
order throughout. We regret very much, however, to hear that 
it has since been broken near Hong Kong, probably by a junk's 
anchor. The Cella will bo immediately despatched to repair it. 
In anticipation of its being soon opened to the public, Mesars. 
Reuter and Co.’s agent, we hear, is inviting subscriptions for a 
Commereial Telegram and Share Lists, to be supplied daily. One 
effect of this will probably be to lessen share speculation ; no 
large margin can then exist between Hong Kong and Shanghai 
quotations. 

We have very heartily to welcome a new contemporary. “ Puck, 
or the Shanghai Charivari,” is the title of a new comic newspaper, 
of considerable merit. In virtually declaring their intention to 
publish only as often as they have a good budget of matter, the 
projectors secure themselves against the danger which attends 
such publications in Shanghai, of exhausting the stock of local 
wit and chaff by too constant demand. 

Capt. Hopkins, of the S.8. Danube, had a silk flag with yellow 
streamers presented to him by the Chinese students whom he is 
taking to Tientsin from Canton. The flag has some Chinese 
characters on it in black velvet, to the effect that the passengers 
are greatly pleased with the steamer and also with the Captain, 
whose courtesy they wish thus to acknowledge. 

Mr. McLeavy Brown’s resignation of the British Diplomatic ser- 
‘vice for the Chinese Customs is announced. 

It is stated that Mr. Swinhooe has relieved Mr. Fittock at Ning- 
po, who comes home via San Francisco. 


The Peking correspondent of the Courier, referring to the des- 
Petch which has been so long detained on its passage from Mr. 
ade to Lord Granville, writes :—‘* At the date of my last note 
the Peking Cabinet were said to be busily occupied in the consi- 
deration of certain propositions relative to the operations of mis- 
sionaries, &c. which, if adopted, might prevent all Yangchow 
riots and Ticntsin massacres for the future. The result of these 
deliberations has been the presentation, it is said, of two memo- 
randa, viz., to the French (Romish) and to the other ministers seve- 
yally. Of the despatch of the Tsungli yamen relating to Romish 
missions I only know that it forbids orphanages and foundlin 
hospitals, demands the deportation of the Swurs de Charité, an 
the cessation of the special official powers assumed by the 
riests ; but, doubtless, its character as a whole may be fairl 
Fades by the companion document which deals with the work 
of Protestant organisations. I must premise by cautioning you 
that Ido not pretend to give you a full and accurate, much less 
orderly or verbatim, statement. My authority is unquestionable, 
but I have neither seen a copy of the despatch, nor do we know 
the exact form it assumed. I Rese: however, that it has been re- 
pied to already by the U.S. Minister, Mr. Low, and presumably 
y others. It is also reported that the whole was forwarded by the 
various legations to their respective governments three weeks ago.” 


(This information confirms the statement given in our issue of 
the 15th.—Ep. L. é C. T.] 


The following is the resume forwarded by this correspondent, 
which confirms the account given above. These are the points :— 


“ That in future no communities shall be mulcted for injuries 
to Missions, only the villains who strike the blow shall be 
punished. That there shall be no compensation for confiscated 
property, or for destroyed buildings, lost furniture, d&c. 

“That all foreign ladies shall be sent home, such teachers 
being injurious to the peace and retirement of Chinese society ; 
and no native women shall be allowed to attend meetings for 
worship. 

“That missionaries in the interior, or elsewhere, shall have no 
ex-territorial privileges, but when summoned to the yamens, or 
having occasion to seek official aid, shall present themselves as a 
native would have to do (prostrate, é&c.), and shall in all respects 
conform to native custom. 

“That if a missionary take up the cause of a Christian convert 
who is proceeded against at law the Christian shall be at once 
punished as guilty on account of such interference. 

“That all mission establishments shall be under supervision by 
officers appointed for the purpose, and that no foundling hospitals 
or girls’ schools shall be allowed. 

“That no heathen children shall attend mission schools. 

“That a public registration office shall be established, in which 
all baptisms shall be noted, and the history, residence, and condi- 
tion of the applicants recorded. And that no missionary shall 
receive more than forty-five converts ! 

“That Confucius shall not be reviled, nor the

The case of Wong Atick, the compradore to Messrs. Kirchner, 
Boger, and Co., who, as mentioned some time ago, was arraigned 
for pledging certain goods of the firm, and fradulently converting 
their proceeds to his use, has been brought to a conclusion by the 
accused being sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. Mr. 
Kirchner stated that, though on public grounds he was compelled 
to prosecute his compradore, he did not, in consideration of all the 
circumstances, hesitate to recommend him to the mercy of the 
Court ; and hence the above comparatively light sentence was 
passed. The case points to the great necessity for caution, when- 
ever arrangements are made for a quasi partnership with compra- 
dores, and, indeed, wherever their powers are extended beyond 
that merely of cashiers to the house. hs 

The classes of the various schools in 8t. Saviour’s College were 
examined on the 10th April by several European gentlemen inte- 
rested in the success of Father Raimondi’s institution. The 
Hon. Judge Ball presided, and was supported by Mr. Stewart, 
Inspector of Government schools. Monsignor Zanoli, Bishop of 
Hankow, was also present. The boys did credit to Mr. Terry, 
their teacher, and to the college. . 

On the following ay the prizes were presented by H.E. the 
Lieutenant-Governor. H.E. was attended by Judge Ball, Dr. 
Dods, Mr. Overbeck, and others, while a fashionable assembly 
filled the large hall of the college, a goodly number of ladies 
being among the audience. 

The Very Rev. Father Raimondi read the report for the year 
In referring to the two Portuguese schools, superior and inferior, 
the report states that, in addition to English and Portuguese 
lessons, “ French, Spanish, Cantonese, and Mandarin are taught 
in separate classes. We (continues the report) look upon a know- 
ledge of languages as an indispensable element now-a-days in edu- 
cation, and we are endeavouring to add German to our list ; Ger- 
man trade and German influence is increasing so largely every day. 
We have added Mandarin with a view to training European boys 
for situations in the North of China and in Chinese official life, 
and Iam happy to say we have now five students who speak it 
fluently.” In these schools the average attendance is fifty-three, 
aud as the boys are of different nationalities, the pupils “learn 
not only to read and write in tongues not their own, but acquire 
without effort the power to speak easily and freely. There are 
several boys who speak morc than three languages ; and there are 
even some not ten years old who can translate from English into 
Spanish, French, and Chinese, and do it tolerably well.” At the 
conclusion of the reading of the report, the rev. gentleman 
thanked the Governor and the ladies and gentlemen present for 
their presence and encouraging support, ao

” We learn from the Advertiser that the Oustoms’ Circular re- 
cently published orders that the duty on imports must be paid 
at the time of entry. If there is a dispute on the value of im- 
rted goods, an approximate value will be made on the entry, 
‘and the duty on that value must be paid, subject to a settlement 
when the proper value has been ascertained. If the importer 
prefers paying the 3 per cent. duty in kind, he is at liberty to do 
.so, but must communicate that desire when he makes his sight 
.entry. Goods in dispute, and goods on which the importer desires 
_topay dutyinkind, when circumstances prevent the opening of them 
on board the vessel or wharf, upon giving a guarantee, or security 
not less than three times the value of the duty as per sight 
entry, will be allowed to be discharged, on condition that they 
be opened {and examined before a Custom-house officer, on an 
spponted day. Goods sold on board the ship must pay duty as 
they are being discharged. Cargo can be discharged only from 
sunrise to sunset.

. sions. The commuted punishment of E. Chieu for the murder of 
her late husband Pilot J. Smith is rapidly expiring, and ere long 
she will be released.

SARAWAK,. 

We learn from the Sarawak Gazette that rumours are heard of 
an unsettled state of things on the upper part of the Rejang river. 
The Katibas Dyaks, whose long series of outrages led to the ex- 
pedition of June last, in which a summary punishment was in- 
flicted on the tribe, are reported to be again disturbing their 
neighbours. 

HH. the Rajah had returned from Simanggang and Lingga in 
the Resident’s little steamer, which had been sent to meet him. 
The Lingga men were treated to a day’s tuba fishing in their 
river during the Rajah’s stay. 

In the Supreme Court the Rajah has proposed some new regu. 
lations, with the view of turning to account the time of any person 
imprisoned for debt ; any debtor who desires to work may, with 
the permission of ,the resident of the district and consent of the 
creditor, be allowed to do so, during the same hours and under the 
same restrictions and guard as the criminal prisoners, and, if he be 
an able-bodied man, will receive from the Government four dollars 
a month, two of which will go to his credit against his debt, and 

two will be paid to himself for his own disposal. Furthermore, 
it will be in the power of the Court, with the sanction of the cre- 
ditor, to oblige the debtor to work, should he have a wife and 

- family unprovided for, and in this case two dollars a month will 

__ be paid to his wife and children instead of to himself. 
. Phe Rajah had also given notice that, at the next meeting of 
the Supreme Council, he would bring forward some proposals to 
enable a law to be passed by which persons, professing different 
creeds, or no recorded creed, may contract a legal marriage by 
civil contract. 

The gambling and arrack farms at Sibu were sold by public 
auction last month at an increase of 60 per cent. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


SINGAPORE.

We learn from the Straits Zimes that there was little of local 
{interest during the fortnight to record. The criminal session

closed on the 18th April, after having disposed of a larger num- 
ber of cases than usual, many of them being for crimes of vio- 
lence committed during the quarrel between Ghee Hin and Hok 
Hin kongsees. This being probably the last criminal session that 
Sir Benson Maxwell, the Chief Justice of the colony, will hold 
here, the Grand Jury presented a complimentary address to him, 
and the residents gave a ball and banquet at the Town-hall in 
honour of him and Lady Maxwell. Sir Benson goes home by the 
present mail, after labouring fifteen years in che Straits Settle- 
ments as Recorder and Chief Justice. 

The same journal says the new Russian line of steamers be- 
tween the Black Sea and China, via the Suez Canal, has sent out 
its pioneer vessel, the T’chihatchoff, which arrived here on the 18th 
inst., and sailed for China on the 20th. The establishment of 
this line may ultimately have a very material effect upon the 
English market ; at present, however, it can do little more than sup- 
ply the teas required for southern Russia, and will merely supplant 
the traffic overland between Ruasia and China. Though Russia may 
eventually receive all her tea by way of the Black Sea, the dreams 
of the projectors of the line of supplying all the cotton, coffee, 
ppices and dye stuff for Eastern and South-eastern Europe from 
the Black Sea ports does not appear likely of realisation. If rail- 
way communication across the continent be demonstrated as the 
cheaper means of conveyance, the chances are more in favour of’ 
Italy and France reaping the harvest that will be gathered. But 
until Southern Europe is able to compete successfully with Eng- 
land in the cost and quality of its manufactures, there is no reason 
to fear any decline of her present prosperity. 

The merchants had found serious ground for apprehension in @ 
report that our nearest neighbour, H.H. the Maharajah of Johore, 
had issued an order that all the produce of his territory should 
be taken to New Johore for registration before being exported to 
Singapore. The Chamber of Commerce held a meeting on the 
subject, and there being reason to believe the report well-founded, 
a committee was appointed, who conferred with the Maharajah, 
and pointed out that such a course would seriously interfere with 
the freedom of the trade of this place, and, besides causing incon- 
venience to the planters and others, would unnecessarily increase 
the price of the produce. The Maharajah, we understand, denied 
having issued the order in question, but said it would be necessary 
for him to institute some measure which would protect his revenue, 
and at the same time obviate certain annoyances complained of 
by the planters themselves, who suffered serious loss and injustice 
from the Chinese contractors and joint associations here ; he de- 
sired to avoid doing anything that might detract from the trade 
of this place or of Johore. The Committee have, wo hear, made 
certain suggestions which will, it is believed, secure to the Maha- 
rajah what he desires, without in any way trammelling the export 
of produce from his territory. The details of this matter are not 
yet fully developed, but the Maharajah has promised to take the 
matter into consideration. 

The result of the census taken on the 2ad inst., will probabl 
not be known for some two months to come, though a large sta: 
of clerks were steadily employed in‘sifting the returns and making 
up the books. ‘The census officers are confident that the census 
of Singapore has been very successful, and that the return will 
not be far out of the way. We are looking forward with con- 
siderable interest to the publication of the figures. 

The next, the formal opening of the Legislative Council, was 
fixed for the 13th May, but beyond the new draft of the Pen- 
sions ordinance, and the rival claims of the two new harbour rail- 
way companies, we have not heard of any matters of public in- 
terest to be brought before it at the outset.

SARAWAK AND SAIGON. 

“THe Commercial Reports received at the Foreign-office 
from Her Majesty's Consuls in 1869-70” have just been 
published in the usual form, but we think that the title- 
page is a slight misnomer, inasmuch as the reports to which 
we propose more particularly to refer now are those for the 
year 1869—not received in the year 1869-70, as the euphuis- 
tio phraseology of the Government might lead incautious 
readers to believe. The fact is that both these reports—the 
one from Sarawak, and the other from Saigon—are nearly a 
year-and-a-half behind time, and, but for the pertinacious 
way in which we have reminded the Foreign-office of the 
public anxiety to see them, we have some reason to think 
that the very existence of these documents might have been 
ignored to this day. 

Taking Sarawak first we find that the trade in 1869 had 
vastly increased in comparison with 1868. The ex 
were in the former year £446,348, in the latter £734,174. 
The imports in the same space rose from £401,395 to 
£614,361. The coast trade also increased in similar pro- 
portion ; and the outports did a steadily-increasing trade 
with one another and with Singapore and China. The Cin- 
nabar mines, worked by the Borneo Company, are reported 
as “fairly started ” (under date a twelvemonth ago), and the 
antimony mines as yielding good ore in fair quantities. 

From Saigon Mr. Consul Caswett reports that in 1869 the 
production of rice continued to increase considerably. The 
grain of this colony had even then begun to find its way to 
Europe. Mr. CasweLt’s report would have been more valu- 
able if he had given us any of the data of former years to 
compare with the last. , 








ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL PROCEEDINGS.

THE ALBERT LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANY. 

A meeting of the Albert Assurance Company policyholders was held. 
at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on the 23rd inst.—Mr. C, 
E. Lewis in the chair—for the purpose of considering the scheme for 
the reconstruction of the company which had been prepared by Mr. 
Charles E. Lewis, solicitor, preparatory to ita being laid before the 
arbitrators, at the arbitrators’ meeting, to be held on Friday next, to 
consider all the schemes for reconstruction that may then be sub- 
mitted. The chairman stated that he regretted the small attendance, 
but he believed that his scheme was practicable, and would be bene- 
ficial to the large body of policyholders. He appearcd before them 
simply asa policyholder. {t was now two years since the suspension 
of the Albert Insurance, and nothing had been definitely done in the 
reconstruction. The scheme of the provisional official liquidator for 
certain reasons failed. A Bill would that day receive the Royal assent 
appointing Lord Cairns as arbitrator, who would be empowered to 
settle what should be done with the company, either by a reconstruc- 
tion or the winding-up of its affairs and that of the affiliated compa- 
nies. His lordship had intimated that on Friday next he would con- 
sider the two schemes of reconstruction—that of himself (Mr. C, E. 
Lewis) and the other of the reconstruction committee. As re- 
garded reconstruction, he considered that it should be simple, 
equal—that was a8 of rreeaied as possible. It should recognise any spe- 
cial claim of any creditor or policyholder ; that all parties should not 
stand striccly upon their legal rights, but should be willing to make 
concessions for the general good, and that the company be recon- 
atructed in a perfectly solvent state, so that there should be no future 
risk. The chairman then entered into full details as to his proposed 
scheme of reconstruction, and, as showing the vital importance of ac- 
tion being immediately taken, stated that since the stoppage of the 
Albert the death claims, which were then £70,000, had increased to 
over £300,000. The reconstruction committee had been invited to be 
present, so as to submit their scheme, which was totally different to 
any that had been submitted to the policyholders during the paat 
twelve months, but they, through their solicitor, had declined to be 
present. A resolution was passed adjourning the meeting in order 
that the respective schemes might have the full consideration of the 

licyholdera, the meeting expressing ite opinion that the acheme of 

r. Leia was deserving of the best consideration.

ship, when English affairs had been muddled by the Whigs, 
as the only man who could retrieve the blunders of his pre- 
decessor, but that, unhapoily, as a Bombay judge said the other 
day, “there is no public opinion in India.” But we must 
not forget that our present business is with our friend Tav. 
We will not detain our readers with a repetition of 
matters of fact concerning which, if they require to do so, 
they can refresh their memory by turning to the résumés of 
the Consular and other reports given in this journal within 
the last few weeks. We are quite willing to accept Tav’s 
figures, though we must cry “ Hold !” to his facts, because we 
know that he would not willingly deceive any one, not even 
himself, who seems to be the person most deceived in the pre- 
sent case. But here Tav‘errs in reasoning wrongly froma 
right standpoint, just as, in the instance before given, he 
erred in reasoning rightly from a wrong standpoint. Granted 
all his figures ; the most he can show is that the quantity of 
opium sent to China from India has not fallen of in the 
average of the last few years. But the information, which 
none of our readers possess more than our correspondent, 
must tell him that the practice of opium smoking, &c., has 
increased almost incaloulably in that space of time. Why, 
then, has not the demand for the Indian drug increased pari 
passu? We shall come to the moral aspect of the question 
presently ; but the indisputable answer to this question, on 
the authority of Mr. Mepuurst and many others, is that 
the Indian drug is being superseded by the cultivation of the 
native drug, which is now spreading at the rate of many 
thousand acres per annum, and is very likely to be even 
legalised by the Chinese Government at no distant date. 
This being so, this question arises—‘ What are we to do 
“to protect our opium revenue? Are we to submit to 
“be undersold simply by continuing to tax our article so 
“ highly as we do, because it is acknowledged to be superior 
“to the Chinese, in order that, if we must poison somebody, 
“we may console ourselves with the reflection that we only 
poison those who can afford it—just as TATTERSALL’s only 
“ruins those who are worth plucking?” We are really 
amazed that Tau should, fora moment, advance so trans- 
parent a sophism; yet we have tried to read his letter to 
any other conclusion and we cannot. But surely he must see 
that the excuse for doing wrong, because you don’t do it as 
extensively as you might, is no excuse at all. It is mere 
paltering with conscience. It reminds us of the dam- 
sel who admitted having had a baby, but pleaded in ex- 
tenuation that “it was a very little one.” Or, taking it 
on the ground that we diminish the guilt of selling a noxious 
drug by selling it dear, we are again reminded of Tosiy’s 
hostess. 
“Ts not your wine a poison ?”’ 
“Yes; but——” 
“ But what ?” 
as re give short measure, sir, and ease my conscience that 
way 
But enough of this “It’s naughty but it’s nice” sort of 
plea. A thing must be right or wrong per se. As SHAKES- 
PEARE 8ays— 
*Tis in ourselves that we are thus or thus, 
and we know, as well as Tau and every other honest 
man, that in the opium traffic we are sinning with our eyes 
open. This isa point on which every one is agreed. The 
only question is—“ How can we wipe this accursed stain 
“ from the national honour without causing the immediate 
“ gollapse of the Indian revenue, and endangering the very 
“existence of our Indian Empire?” We confess ourselves 
unable to solve this problem off-hand, but we believe that a 
solution of it may be found in good time, if earnest minds 
unite to seek it out. One thing is certain—if we do not 
solve it, soon it will solve itself, and that to our great per- 
plexity. We commend the inquiry to Tau, and, with 
thorough sincerity, hope he may succeed in answering it.

THE VEXED OPIUM QUESTION. 

WE publish in another column a second letter from our 
esteemed correspondent Tau, to which, as well as his former 
communication, we beg our readers’ attention. The ques- 
tion at issue is one of rapidly increasing and pressing import- 
ance as regards our future relations with both China and 
India ; and Tau certainly puts his argument as pointedly 
and exhaustively as we believe that view of the question can 
be put ; but while we fully sympathise with our correspond- 
ent in the disgust and shame which the opium traffic must 
excite in every candid mind, we totally dissent from most 
of his facts and all the conclusions he draws from them. 

“Tau ” makes a cardinal error in the very first fact which 
he assumes. He thinks that the obnoxious Indian Income- 
tax was imposed in order to cover an apprehended defi- 
ciency in the opium revenue. The fact is that the Income- 
tax was imposed not to supply any apprehended deficit at 
all, but absolutely to make good a deficit that was suddenly 
found to have actually occurred, owing to the gross bungling 
of the Financial Minister and his staff, who waste half 
the year in the Indian Capua, and pass the other half, 
which they vouchsafe to Calcutta, in trying to find out the 
blunders that have been committed in their absence. The 
Income-tax is always the first desperate remedy which a 
Finance Minister flies to whenever he is taken aback, be- 
cause, in Parliamentary euphuism, “it is so very elastic.” 
Of course, it always excites disgust and fraud, and nowhere 
so strongly as in India, because of the extreme repugnance 
of the native mind to direct taxation. But, to show Tau 
the full strength of our position, that there is no sort of 
connection between the Indian Income-tax and the Opium 
Revenue, we need only point to the fact that at the present 
moment, when the popular indignation requires the abolition 
cf the Income-tax, no step whatever has been taken to sup- 
ply the deficiency by touching the Opium duties, With what 
would be incredible folly in any other Government than our 
own, the Bombay Finance Minister proposed to supply 
the place of the Income-tax by levying a new tax on Native 
Feasts—an act of madness which, if it had passed into law, 
must have sown the seeds of another mutiny. Already the 
native papers were combining to sneer at the incompetence of 
“English Financiers” and to draw comparisons—unfor- 
tunately too true—between Mr. Lowsz’s insane attempt to 
tax matches in this country, and their own Ministers’ way 
of “getting out of the Indian frying-pan into the fire,” by 
the shameless Feast-tax, which we learn this morning has 
just been withdrawn with even more than Ministerial 
alacrity ! Weseldom enter fully into Indian affairs, because 
they seldom interest the great majority of our subscribers ; 
but, in the present case, they cannot fail to see that not only 
does this explanation prove Tau to be entirely mistaken 
in his first assumption, but also that the present administra- 
tion of Indian affairs is so bad as to form cause of the 
gravest anxiety to our friends in China. We only hope 
that the Indian Finance Committee of the House of Com-

TRIAL OF THE P. AND O. STEAMER “INDUS.” 

The new steamer Indus, built by Messrs.SDenny and Bros., of 
Dumbarton, for the P. and 0. Company, had her trial trip at the 
measured mile in Southampton Waters on the 25th inst., and at- 
tained a speed equivalent to 133 miles per hour, with 57 revolu- 
tions, and drawing 184 feet. The Indus is a handsome screw 
steamer, barque rigged, 2,2U5 tons register, with engines of 500- 
horse power, working up to 2,500 ; length, 360 feet ; beam, 40 
feet ; depth of hold from spar deck, 35 feet. Besides accommo- 
dation for 140 first-class and 50 second-class passengers, she can 
carry over 2,000 tons cargo, with 700 tons coals, stores, baggage, 
bullion, mail-rooms, &c.

INDIAN VERSUS CHINESE OPIUM. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

S12,—I beg to furnish a table of the quantity of opium taken by 
each port in China last year, my object in doing this being to show 
that at the very ports where native opium had been most seen 
the increase in import of Indian drug was most remarkable :—At 
Hankow no less than 42 per cent., at Tientsin 36. Of the total 
of 58,881 chests, too, it has to be stated that only 1,790 were from 
Persia or Turkey :—

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Only at five out of the fourteen Consular ports, it will be seen, 
was the import less last year than the year before, and these may 
be thus commented on :— 

Canton, 52 per cent. less, a difference undoubtedly owing to 
superior ability on the part of smugglers from the adjacent port 
of Hong Kong. 

Amoy, close upon 60 per cent. less, and why it was so it is not 
easy for an outsider to say. It was certainly not owing to the 
conflict between native and foreign drug, for in his report for the 
quarter ending serrember Mr. Commissioner Hughes says :— 

“ There is very little if any native opium grown in the vicinity 
“of Amoy. The only place where it is grown is Tung-ang, and 
“the quality is poor; itis never consumed except when mixed 
“ with the foreign drug. Lately the cultivation of the poppy haa 
“ greatly decreased, and rice and potatoes may now be seen whero 
“a few years ago only the poppy flourished.” 

At Foochow the import of foreign drug was about 6 per cent. 
less ; the excessive war-tax of $125 per chest being enough to 
deter dealers from importing at all. At Tamsuy, in Formosa, 
there was a trifle less of import, the neighbouring Formosan port 
of Takow showing a larger increase. 

The difference of a third Jess in the import at’ Niuchwang has 
to be ascribed to a lack of Sycee to purchase, and some that 
would have becn placed on the market to be taken elsewhere. 
On the whole, then, I have pretty conclusively shown, I think, 
that Indian opium has but little to fear in its competition with 
drug grown and made in China, and there can be no necessity 
for another sudden increase of the Indian income-tax. Not, how- 
ever, that I would ignore the fact that during the last dozen 
years the Chineso of Szechuen, Hunan, Kansuh and Shan- 
si have cultivated the poppy very extensively. Baron Rich- 
thofen, a gentleman engaged by foreign merchants to tra- 
vel through certain parts of China and report on their ca- 
peniitics for trade, in his letter of June last, says that in 

meuh and Shansi, although growth of the poppy is strictly 
prohibited by law, the plant is cultivated as openly and pub- 
licly as wheat—(fees for winking at the growth being the most 
prolific of yields to officials)—and what is a new feature in 
the history of opium is the circumstance of 90 per cent. of the 
local population being addicted to its use. To quote :—“It 
‘was asserted to me in several places in Shansi that ninety 
“per centum of the adult male population are given to that 
“ vice, and that it is not uncommon amongst women. It is equally 
“ found in cities and villages, and spreads even largely among the 
“ labouring classes, which are still free from it in the south and in 
“ Manchuria. The population of whole towns are disfigured by hag- 
“ gard faces and staring eyes consequent on the use of opium.” 

What a horrible picture, and, as I say, a new feature in the 
history of opium—a new phase in the history of the country. Up 
to now, large as is the quantity of Indian opium used in China, it 
finds its way to a comparative few; in my opinion to not more 
than three or four millions of the three or four hundred millions of 
the population. The sum is easily worked. Let the quantity im- 
ported be placed at 60,000 chests (this is allowing only a small 
quantity for the Hong Kong smugglers) ; halve this to allow for 

ecrease in boiling ;—give a man half a mace a day, which is 2} 
catties a-year (and the average of smokers do double that quan- 
tity), and the outturn is six and three-quarter millions, a very 
small proportion, as I say, to the hundreds of millions of the 
country—not two per cent., in fact (and I repeat I do not think 
more than one per cent. use Indian opium)—a vast contrast to 
the 90 per cent. of the provinces particularised, who, according to 
Richthofen, are yiven to the use of their native drug. 

And what will be the result? Why, that as soon as this 90 
per cent. become aware of the superior flavour of Indian opium 
they will rush after it as the tiger hastes for blood, so that there is 
likely to be a large increase in the use of Indian opium in China, 
and this even if we were to add to, instead of taking from, the 
present Indian charges.—I am, Sir, &c., Tav.

LICENSED GAMBLING AT HONG KONG. 


(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

There are gambling-houses in Hong Kong. To many people this 
announcement will be as deficient in novelty or interest as the cele- 
brated remark of Mr. F.’s aunt, ‘‘ There are milestones on the Dover- 
road ;” but there is much more in these gambling-houses than the 
fact of their existence. They have been carried on under Govern- 
ment licence and authority. Can this be? Nothing wrong ever occurs 
in England. Industry and religion are our sole sources of delight. 
Epsom is a myth kept up by the newspapers to increase their circula- 
tion, and speculation in the City is nothing but a dream. At all 
events, whatever English vice exists is private, unprivileged, and un- 
sanctioned, allowed but not licensed, tolerated to any extent, but not 
officially recognised. In fact, personal immorality here is something 
like the position of Dissent—known to flourish, yet not officiallly re- 
cognised by the advisers of the Crown. There is, some critics say, one 
exception-—our public-house system. The law, according to Mr. Bruce, 
does give license, sanction, and recognition to places that are inju- 
riously multiplied ; and thus, out of the vice of excessive drinking, 
the State makes a direct profit. But in Hong Kong the British Go- 

i vernor has done what the Home Secretary could certainly not at- 
| tempt. The native gambling-houses of Hong Kong have been licensed, 
; recognised, and protected by the State; they are regulated in the 
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most effective way, and under the British authority Chinamen gamble 
for hours day and night, pursuing their favourite vice with steady 
affection. If Mr. Bruce re-opened Crockford’s and established other 
“ hella” about the East and West End, or if he issued licences to a 
certain number of gaming-houses, giving them a monopoly, he would 
do here what a British Governor has done in Hong Kong. So it has 
been hitherto ; but no, after all kinds of protests from all kinds of 
well-meaning gentlemen, the Home Government has at length inter- 
fered, and Sir Richard MacDonnell, the present Governor, has re- 
ceived orders to ‘‘ put an end to the policy of licensing gambling- 
houses.” Thus will a foul stain on the British escutcheon be re- 
moved ; thus will the purity of the British flag be once more asserted ; 
thus will there be no further association of the name or authority of 
the Sovereign with the terrible vice of gaming, which, in all coun- 
tries and in all ages, has desolated so many homes and brought ruin 
on go many families. 

Of course it would be high treason to assert that the advisers of the 
Crown and their Parliamentary supporters are entirely ignorant of the 
whole business. What cannot Parliament{do? In the questions now be- 
fore the House we notice one about the conveyance of linen in London 
cabs, a second about some local squabble in an Irish workhouse, and a 
third about that great Empire of the future—the Federation of the 

- Leeward Islands, the situation of which ‘‘ every schoolboy knows.” On 
these topics Parliament is all-knowing and ever wise; and it can rule 
with practical genius every part of that British Empire on which the 
sun continually rises, but, strange to say, “ never sets.” Yet possibly 
there are some people who do not know everything, and therefore we 
may state a few facts. Hong Kong is a benighted little place, having 
no House of Lords or House of Commons, and it is ruled by a despot. 
The tyrant is an able, pleasant, and accomplished gentleman, Sir Ri- 
chard MacDonnell, who has proved his governing power and administra- 
tive geniusin more ways than one. For instance, soon after his arrival 
he discovered that the harbour of Hong Kong was the true ‘‘ basis” 
of those piratical “ naval operations” which in these seas are a ter- 
rible pest. Native ships came into the harbour and out of it, at their 
own not very sweet will; they had their exits and their entrances 
when and how they liked. European ships of all countries were re- 
gistered and noted as to their coming and going, their names, cargoes, 
and destination; while the Chinese were chartered libertines; nobody 
asked them any questions—nobody interfered with their movements. 
The Governor saw in this established anarchy the probable source of 
all the piracy in the neighbouring seas, and he issued a decree an- 
nouncing, that after a certain date, all Chinese ships were to be regis- 
tered and to give the proper harbour authorities every information. 
The Chinamen declared that they would never submit to such an un- 
heard-of restriction, The oldest British inhabitant of Hong Kong 
averred that any attempt to enforce the decree would end in rebel- 
lion, resistance, and destruction to the trade of Hong Kong. Bat, like 
the official in “The Critic,” the ‘‘ Governor was firm.” The decree 
was issued. The Chinese sulked for a few days; then opportunities of 
profit prevailed, and they re-entered the harbour to comply with the 
regulations. From that day a great blow was struck at piracy and 
all kinds of crime upon the high seas; and the Chinese learnt the 
lesson, so useful to the Oricrftal mind, that their European master 
was not a man to give way before cajolery or threats. We state this 
fact asa kind of explanation in itself of the ordinance respecting 
gambling-houses. ‘The heathen Chince is peculiar,” as Mr. Bret 
Harte has observed ; and in nothing is he so peculiar as in this, that 
gambling is with him, not so much a pleasant occupation as a kind of 
mania; be will gamble at every interval of Icisure, and will make 
leisure when he can. Native gambling-hoases were scattered all over 
Hong Kong. To put them down was utterly impossible, in face of the 
inveterate habits of the people ; no police system, no espionage, could 
succeed in suchatask. That broad fact is admitted by all. These 
houses were not only devoted to gambling; they were nests for all 
kinds of immorality and crime. Sir Richard MacDonnell issued a 
decree restricting their number, granting Government licences, 
putting them under police surveillance, making the keepers strictly 
responsible for order, and bringing them completely within the view 
and control of the law. The consequence has been a large decrease 
in local crime, and, as some say, a decrease in gambling itself. 

An ordinary and diffident observer of the proceeding might well say 
that the Governor, accustomed to Chinese ways, serving on the spot, 
with a proved capacity for ruling men, probably knew best, and might 
be left to arrange so strictly local cn affair. But the Colonial-oftice 
at home is not ordinary and not diffident. It has, thercforc, in- 
structed the Governor to put an end to the licensing system ; 80 that 
there will again exist in Hong Kong scores, if not hundreds, of the 
old unlicensed houses, resorts of the worst characters, where the worst 
crimes can be plotted without any check from police supervision. As 
to the eradication of the vice, we might as well try to alter the shape 
of Chinese eyes; it exists, and we can only place it under check and 
control. Sir Richard MacDonnell’s plan saved the colony from an im- 
mense amount of disorder and crime. It was natural to the Chincse to 
be so regulated and so ruled ; for, poor creatures, they have no Magna 
Charta, Habeas Corpus, or Bill of Rights. There was no popular dis- 
content, no native protest against despotism, no vast public meeting 
with Ah Sin in the chair, no stirring of “the great heart” of Hong 
Kong on this momentous question—not even a park railing dis- 
turbed. But, then, if Hong Kong was satisfied, there were gentlemen 
here who were not. What matter the good attained? ‘This, Sir, is 
a question of principle.” The English Government may allow any- 
thing at all wicked, disgraceful, or foul to exist under itseycs or nose ; 
but it never must give “ official recognition”? to anything impure. 
There are in London lanes where policemen dare not go by night ; but 
then we are all right—they are not officially recognised. There are 
shameless women pirading the streets, making a boast of their in- 
decency ; bat then Mr. Bruce never honours them with even a wink 
of his official eye, although his other eye must have observed them 
very oft. There are houses where vice is a matter of system; yet, 
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thank Heaven, a British Government, though it knows them all 
through the police, has never “ officially recognised’ them. There 
are noisome dens where the overcrowded poor breed fever and small- 
pox, and little beings that ought not to be called children; 
but then we can wash our hands of all responsibility, for we Pharisees 
have no official knowledge of those sins and sinners. The opposite 
system in Hong Kong has proved decidedly efficacious ; but what is 
the use of our rule if we do not import the ways and manners of St. 
Pancras and Bermondsey into our Chinese dependency? Probably, if 
some day we conquer and annex China, our first care will be to apply 
to it all our local rating Acts, cut it up into parishes, plant a clergy- 
man in every district, and insist upon trial by jury for every offence. 
Then, in some distant age, we may contemplate improved Chinamen 
with every form of native and imported vice atill flourishing, and none 
officially recognised. Thus we shall, like true Britons and leadin, 
agents of civilisation, sweetly reconcile the principles of liberty 
authority—the liberty of the subject to sin, and the right of authority 
to do nothing but collect taxes and punish criminala—when caught. 


THE BURNING OF THE “ WILLEM III.” 


The Committee at Lloyd's, as representing the underwriters of 
this steamship and her cargo, have given instructions for plugging 
the holes made in the hull of the ship for scuttling her, pamp- 
ing the water out, and towing the hull into Portsmouth harboar, 
so soon as the fire has been effectually extinguished. This will be 
done with the consent and assistance of the Port Admiral and naval 
authorities at the port. When berthed in the harbour the ruins of the 
fire will be cleared out, everything of value not destroyed recovered, 
and the condition of the machinery and the iron shell of the ship below 
the water line ascertained. It is considered possible that a consider- 
able portion of effects belonging to the unfortunate passengers and 
stored away in the lower parts of the org may be recovered without 
much injury, except from the water that has been admitted into the 
ship to extinguish the fire. A large portion of the specie on board, 
equivalent to £18,060 English, has been recovered from the bullion 
room, and has been deposited at the Portsmouth Custom House, and 
there is no doubt the whole will be recovered when the water has been 
pumped out from the wreck, and a way cleared to the lower part of 
the room. 

The passengers speak in very high terms of the coolness and energy 
displayed by the commander of the ship, Mr. E. Oort, on the discovery 
of the fire, and his subsequent care for their safety in sending them 
away from the ship to lie off in her boats when he began to doubt the 
possibility of obtaining a speedy mastery over the flames. Commander 
Oort declares the presence of the military on board to have been a 
most fortunate circumstance for the safety of the passengers. The 
crew of the ship had been but thrce days on board, the ship herself 
and all her fittings were new, and the difficulty of launching six new 
and heavy boats from a crowded ship, bursting into flames forward 
and aft in the middle of the night, would never have been got over, 
and the passengers safely placed in them, had it not been for the stea- 
diness of the soldiers, and the courage of their commanding and the 
other officers accompanying them. 

His Netherland’s Majesty’s paddle sloop Valk, Commander Clifford, 
has arrived in Portsmouth harbour from the Seheldt, to convey back 
to aise Dieppe the troops and specie landed at Portamouth from the 
wreck,

The Phenix gives us 2 good number for April, mainly by reason 
of the first and second papers. “ Misawo, the Japanese Girl,” is 
a most interesting translation by the Rev. 8. C. Malan, vicar of 
Broadwindsor and prebendary of Sarum; and “ Rambles among 
the Formosan Savages,” by Mr. C. Carroll, is in his best style. We 
cannot help feeling, however, that the same writer’s “Cure for 
Jealousy” is beginning to be so wire-drawn from month to month 
as to remind us of the adage which tells us that there are some 
remedies that ure worse than the diseases they are supposed to 
cure. Mr. Hodgson’s “Literature and Religion of the Buddhists” 
is continued with unabated interest. The few closing pages de. 
voted to Reviews are amusing, as showing the editor’s estimation 
of some of the current emanations of the London press. In his 
notice of a silly volume lately published under the title of “ That 
Heathen Chinee,” the reviewer thinks the following doggrel worth 
extracting. It refers to a Chinese card-sharp :—

CHARGE AGAINST THE “CALIPH.” 

At the Mansion-house Police Court, Mr, Alexander Hector, a mer- 
chant at 5, Barge-yard, Bucklersbury, has been summoned before Mr. 
Alderman Gibbons, at the instance of the Board of Trade, for an in- 
fringement of the 229th section of the Merchant Shipping Act, by re- 
fusing, in his capacity of owner of the ship Caliph, of London, to re- 
pay to the British Consul at Shanghai certain expenses which had 

_ been incurred by him in respect of providing necessary surgical ‘and 
medical advice, with attendance and medicine, for one of the crew of 
the vessel, who sustained injury while in the discharge of his duty, 
together with charges for his subsistence until cured, and for bring- 
ing him toa port in the United Kingdom. The claim by the Board 
of Trade againat the defendant was, according to the Consul's certi- 
ficate, £41 3s. 4d. in all, and it was disputed by Mr. Hector on various 
grounds. Mr. F. W. Gardner, barrister, appeared to support the 
claim ; Mr. Gibson was eounsel for Mr. Hector. From the statements 
made by counsel and from evidence adduced, it seemed that the de- 
fendant’s ship Caliph arrived at Shanghai in February, 1870, and that 
while she was lying in the harbour there the cook, George Lambert, 
sustained an injury to one of his eyes, which necessitated his re- 
moval to the hospital of the French Legation. The captain, Mr. 
Ritson, visited him there, and at his request gave him his discharge, 
he preferring to remain in the hospital and obtain the requisite treat- 
ment rather than to rejoin the ship, to which no medical officer was 
attached. The master paid him his wages, and settled the hospital 
charges up to the day on which the vessel left Shanghai. The man at 
that time appeared to be in good health, and merely wore 3 shade 
over his eye. He remained in the hospital 38 days, had medical 
treatment during 17 other days, and was kept in Shanghai for two 
months afterwards, when, being perfectly cured, he was sent home. 
The charges paid in respect of him by Mr. Medhurst, the Consul, 
amounted to £41 3s. 4d., and this sum he had returned in his accounts 
to the Board of Trade. Application was made by the Board to Mr. 
Hector for a repayment of the amount under the 229th section of the 
Act, under which owners are liable for such expenses as those incurred 
by the Consul, but he had declined to pay anything but £5 10a. 6d., 
being the passage money home. The present summons was then 
igsued. It was a noticeable fact in the case that the man Lambert had 
died since his arrival in this country of another complaint. i 

For the defence it was urged, in effect, that it would be very hard to 
make the section applicable to a case like the present, where a man 
had been voluntarily discharged from the owner's service, and had 
ceased to have any connection with the vessel ; that in the opinion of 
qualified people the cook was sufficiently well to rejoin his ship before 
she left port; and that the payments by the Consul were rash and 
extravagant in the extreme. The detention of the sailor in Shanghai 
two months after his discharge from the hospital was also complained of. 

Mr. Alderman Gibbons said it would require very strong evidence 
to induce him to set aside the certificate of Her Majesty's Consul, 
seeing that the claim would not have been allowed except after full 
consideration, and that that officer had no personal object to serve in 
the matter. There was no foundation, so far as he could judge, for the 
imputation against the seaman of practising a fraud to enable him to 
remain on shore, and he was surprised at the line of defence taken. 
He decided that the claim had been fully established, and he ordered 
the defendant to pay the Board of Trade the sum demanded, viz., 
£41 3a. 4d., together with the cost of the summons. 





Accorpine to Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, no material 
change has occurred in the Silk market of that city, the general belief 
in the impending defeat of the insurgents in Paris having been counter- 
balanced by the fears entertained respecting the intention of the French 
Government under M.;Thiers to impose a heavy import duty upon all 
foreign raw silk, a proposal which would be so fatal to one of the most 
floorishing branches of the national industry that it was still hoped 
it would be withdrawn. The progress of the crop continued to attract 
attention. Jn Spain it appears to be equal to that of last year, with 
the difference that the proportion of native cocoons is much Jess, 
while the amount of Japanese is considerably increased. In France 
the silkworms are passing through their last and most critical stage, 
apparently with fair prospects. From Italy, also, the aceounts scem 
satisfactory; and in Syria, according to a telegram of the 14th inst. 
the symptoms are excellent as regatda Japanese aorta, while the native 
are rather backward. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Daily Newe writes that the first attack 
by the Versaillois upon Paris was witnessed by the members of the Chi- 
nese Mission. They occupied (says the correspondent) two car- 
riages near the bridge of Sevres, whence the head of the Celestial 
diplomacy here scunned through a ficld-gluss the ruins of the south and 
west of Paris. I thought I could detect something approaching a 
chuckle on the face of the Secretary, who a few days previously asked 
me if I did not think the Chinese would henceforth be able to massucre 
with impunity intruding Jesuits in the flowery Jand. 


Tae Juno corvette, Captain J. K. E. Baird, which some time ago 
conveyed a detachment of Marines to China, was, by last accounts 
from Hong Kong, to be taken into dock to have her hull overhauled. 
Her boilers, which were only patched up before she left England, had 
been repaired at Hong Kong, and when her defects are made good she 
is to be placed on the strength of the China Squadron. 

Rapip progress is being made with the works of the great tunnel 
under Mont Cenis. Communication from end to end has now been 
open for some little time, but there are still about ecventy metres of 
the tunnel to complete in the centre and the permanent way to lay 
cost It is expected that the whole will be finished by the end of

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RoTTERDAM, May 24. 

You will remember that when Mr. Thorbecke took the relus of 
Government he declared that the reorganisation of our military system 
was the principal question to be resolved. The enormous success of 
the Prussians in France made it of the greatest urgency to reinforce our 
army and to extend our fortresses and other means of defence. Up to 
this moment nothing, however, has been done to realise that idea, 
except that more money is asked for. Our new Minister of War, Mr. 
Engelvaart, has shown himself more a man of ideas than of action. 
Some measures taken by this Minister have created the greatest indig- 
nation amongst our officers. He maintains that officers should wear no 
other dress than their uniform, whilst it has always been allowed them 
to dress as ordinary gentlemen when not on service. Ie also prohibits 
officers writing to the newspapers to criticise military measures, and he 
orders that all officers and soldiers must perforce attend Divine service. 
As I said, these and other vexatious measures have created much in- 
dignation, And now Mr. Engelvaart is endeavouring to apply military 
discipline to our Membersof Parliament. Someofthem—whoare likewise 
officers of the army—have dared to criticise the Legislative Acts of the © 
Minister, who thereupon became so indignant that he ordered that the 
military members of the Chamber should refrain from uttering theiropinion 
upon military matters. Ofcourse he only made himself ridiculous by this 
course, but he became dangerous when he declared that he thought it 
contrary to the constitution that the organisation of the army should 
be ruled by the national law. Such a declaration from a colleague of 
Mr. Thorbecke! It seems quite certain that Mr. Engelvaart will not be 
so fortunate as the ministers of Home Affairs and of the Naval De- 
partment whose budgets were approved of. On the contrary, it is more 
than probable that the War budget will be outvoted, and that the mi- 
nister will resign, and be replaced by Mr. Booms, whose health is quite 
restored. The Conservatives are in the meanwhile speculating upon a 
Ministeral crisis, and are preparing accordingly. 

Within a few days Parliament will deal with the treaty by which our 
Government sold our settlements on the West Coast of Africa to Great 
Britain. This transfer creates the greatest indignation, but I think the 
Chambers will ratify the treaty, because the transfer is already a matter 
of fact. 1 derive from the West African Herald of March 31 the fol- 
lowing item, which proves plainly the fait accompli :—“ His Excel- 
lency Sir Arthur E, Kennedy, the Governor-in-Chief of the West Afri- 
can Settlements, will be here in a few days, and on his arrival Elmina 
will be taken over by the British Government. Some vessels of war 
have been ordered here, to give effect to the ceremonies when the trans- 
fer takes place.” 

The greatest perturbation has prevailed here in consequence of the 
fate of the steamer Willem IIT. The greatest uncertainty prevails with 
regard to the cause of the fire, but the general opinion is that it must 
be ascribed to the spontaneous combustion of the red yarn, which was 
stowed, in common with the greater part of the cargo, in a hurry. 
Other rumours say that as soon as the steamer left the harbour the 
partitions of the cabins became so hot that some passengers were afraid 
that something was wrong. No attention, however, was paid to the 
complaints that perhaps the tubes were not in good order. The loss is 
very heavy not only for the Company but also for our insurance com- 
panies, It is said that the steamer was insured for an amount of 
f.800,000, and the cargo, consisting principally of cotton goods, butter, 
and other provisions, for f.1,400,000. ‘The loss is the greater because a 
handsome reduction was allowed on the insurance premium because it 
was regarded that there was not so much likelihood of a disaster with 
this steamer as with a sailing vessel. The Government had about two 
millions of silver on board, besides a great quantity of opium. The 
second steamer of this company will arrive from England at 
Nieuwe Diep next month, and will sail shortly after. The fol- 
lowing pussengers were on bvard the Willem III. :—Messrs. P.

The approaching elections begin to make a good deal of noise in the 
papers. Amongst the members who do not wish to be re-elected ap- 
pears Jhr. de Casembroot. Mr. W. Wintgens is named as the candidate 
in order to fill this vacant seat. I think that the result of the elections 
will be that a good deal of “new blood” will be added to the Parlia- 
mentary corps. 

As I told you some weeks ago rumours are cutrent that Mr. J. Loudon 
was to be appointed Governor-General of Java. The Handelablad now 
assures us that this appointment is a matter of fact, the King having 
already issued the decree. Mr. G. C. J. van Reonen, M.P., will replace 
Mr. Loudon as the Royal Commissary of the province of South 
Holland. 

Mr, C. Castens has announced his third pamphlet upon the failure 
of the Maatechappy van Lyfrenten. In this he will criticise the mode 
of liquidation proposed by the managers and approved of by the credit- 
ors and shareholders. 

The Arnhemsche Courant publishes a private correspondence from 
Batavia containing a good many ridiculous remarks upon the visit of 
the King of Siam to the Governor-General of Java. The Batavia 
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papers did not publish any of these details, so that the letter, which is 
amusing to the highest, has not obtained much credence. 
The Netherlands Bank notifies adividend for this year of f.280 per share. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The demand for most of our leading articles of {Colonial and Foreign 
Produce continues mainly confined to consumptive wants, but in con- 
currence with the forbearance of holders to press sales the same suffices 
to support prices. Sugar has assumed a firmer appearance, and the 
Trading Company’s public sale, held here to-day, went off currently at 
advanced rates, whilst prices of Cotton, after having further improved a 
little, have again receded. A fair business has been doing in Coffee, and 
also in Java Tobacco. The Trading Company's May sale of Coffee was 
advertised yesterday.

POSTSCRIPT. 
RoTTERDAM, May 265. 
Contrary to gencral opinion, the Budget of the Minister of War was 
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approved of by the Second Chamber by 41 against 27 votes. The 
question of army reorganisation, however, was not decided. Such a 
large majority could not have been obtained if the Conservatives had not 
been foolish enough to demonstrate that, if this Budget was outvoted, 
the Chamber would consider it a vote of want of confidence, so that 
Mr. Thorbecke would have been obliged to resign. This was not the 
general wish, and consequently the Budget was approved of. In the 
meanwhile it is quite cortain that Mr. Engelvaart will be compelled to 
put his portfolio at the disposal of his Majesty, becausc the carrying of 
his Budget is not at all a personal victory for him. The Chamber subse- 
quently spent some hours in the discussion of the Budget of the Colo- 
nial Department, which was eventually approved of by 55 against 8 
votes. The principal declaration of the Minister was that the transfer 
of our settlements on the West Coast of Africa had not been completed, 
and that the vote of the Chamber on the Treaty was not at all an abso- 
lute certainty ; also that he is not disinclined to revise the Royal decree 
enforcing the agrarian law in Java.
